MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — An in­ 
tensive search was under way 
today for 44 Cuban refugees who 
crammed aboard c small boat 
and eluded Fidel Castro's bor­ 
der patrol only to be caught by 
Hurricane Inez. 
“One by one, they slipped 
away,” said Enrique Gonzalez, 
apparently the only survivor. “I 
thought I could heat the hurri­ 
cane, but we lost the race.” 
Gonzalez, 32, and Jorge Gar- 
rcia were picked up by a British j 
freighter east of Miami Friday 
after they had clung to a sm all| 
raft for four days. Garcia died a 
short time later in a hospital at 
Homestead Air Force Base. 
u mzalez, skipper of the 24- 
foot La 
Esperanza, said the 
craft — with the refugees, in­ 
cluding right children and two 
womer*, 
crammed 
aboard — 
sank Monday in the Florida 
Straits about 35 miles west of 
Key West. 
Coast Guard aircraft combed 
the seas but were unable to spit 
any other survivors or bodies. 
The search continued today with 
aircraft and eight ships.

Dean Urges 
Higher Pay 
For Police 


CINCINNATI 
(AP>—The In­ 
crease of crime in Cincinnati 
has come under close scrutiny 
with recommendations of high­ 
er police salaries and establish­ 
ments of a legal office within 
the police department as two 
ways to help curb it. 
Those suggestions were offer­ 
ed Friday by Claude R. Scwlc, 
dean of the University of Cin­ 
cinnati’s College of Law, along 
with a recommendation by city 
Safety Director Henry Sandman 
that police should be relieved 
of “nonpolice” tasks. 
The recommendations came 
at the initial session of city 
council's investigation into the 
whys” of increased crime and 
what can be done to halt it. 
Sowle said a police chief of 
the size of Cincinnati should re­ 
ceive no less than $30,000 a 
year, and policeman at least 
$10,000. The present maximum 
for chief is $17,775 and $6.921 
for others. 
A legal office in the police 
department is needed, he said, 
to help cope with the “law ex­ 
plosion which has occurred in 
the criminal field,” and to in­ 
terpret new court decisions. 
Sandman said police should 
be relieved of such duties as 
week contro, dog bite investi­ 
gations, garbage and litter con 
tro, 
inspection 
of 
defective 
strees and sidewalks and duty 
at 
precinct

time 
The investigation was spurred 
following a recent outburst of 
crime in the Cincinnati area, 
including the murders of seven 
persons since December, none 
of which has been solved.

It was mice considered that 
gallstones had a special affinity 
for people who are described as 
being fair, fat and 40.

The gali bladder is a small 
sac which lies underneath the 
liver. It stores the excess bile 
that is manufactured by 
the

Bile is very important for di­ 
gestion of foods, particularly fat­ 
ty foou'. The bile passes from 
the gall baldder to the small in­ 
testine through a tiny tube. Nor­ 
mally. this passageway is un­ 
obstructed. 
For reasons that are not en­ 
tirely known, stones of varying 
sizes 
and shapes 
sometimes 
form in the gall bladder. These 
stones are composed of a mix­ 
ture of cholesterol, bile salts, 
bile pigments and calcium. 
Occasionally, a gallstone may 
become wedged

tressing sympoms of "biliary 
colic" occur. A fatty meal often 
triggers the onset of an attack. 
Pain in the upper abdomen on 
the right side, with nausea and 
vomiting, is characteristic. Aft­ 
er the painful attack is over, 
the patient may again become 
totally free of symptoms. 
Even a single attack of bili­ 
ary colic dictates the need for 
a complete examination of the 
gall bladder. 
Since gallstones may contain 
calcium, e’oout 50 per cent arc 
readily found by X-ray. Special

During a severe attack

on the relief of pain. Special 
anti-spasm medication is very’ 
effective.

with 
strict adherence to a high pro­ 
tein, high carbohydrate ai*d low 
fat diet. 
Occasionally stones may re­ 
main in the gall bladder without 
causing the slightest discomfort. 
These “silent" stones are usu­ 
ally discovered by chance, dur­ 
ing a routine X-ray of the sto­ 
mach or the intestines. 
At present, the only method 
of removing stones from the 
gall bladder is by surgery. The 
need for operation must neces­ 
sarily be the decision 
of 
the 


physician and the surgeon. It is 
encoraging to know that even 
elderly patients, who normally 
considered poor surgical 
arr 
operation ex 
risks, tolerate this 
ceedingly well. 
Because the acute phase of 
biliary colic may 
temporarily 
disappear, there is a tendency 
to delay operation even when 
it is advised. Such delays only 
serve to introduce unnecessary 
complications to the operation 
should it become necessary.
